SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1995 


The most major change we face this year will be in the radio 
communications and dispatch services for the fire and _ police 
departments. Until a couple of years ago, Temple, New Ipswich, 
Greenville and Mason shared a dispatch service, and the Souhegan 
Valley Ambulance. Since then, for a variety of reasons relating to the 
relationships between the other towns, this system has fallen apart. 
Mason has left the Ambulance and dispatch services, and Greenville has 
left the dispatch service. Temple and New Ipswich can't afford to keep 
Base 500 operating for just the two towns. We are in the process of 
switching the fire department over to Southwest NH Fire Mutual Aid, 
which serves Peterborough and almost all of Cheshire County, and many 
nearby towns in Vermont. Police dispatching will be taken over by 
Hillsborough County, which is already serving Greenfield police 
department. Because of these changes, the communications budget will 
be up slightly this year, but much of the money will go to new radios and 
pagers for the fire department. After these one time costs are taken care 
of, our annual communications budget will be much smaller than it has 
been in the past, due to the costs of dispatching being spread over many 
more towns. We feel these changes will apie as good, if not better 
service to the Town, at lower cost. 

Other plans for this year include leasing a new computer system to 
serve the Town Clerk, Tax Collector and Selectmen's office. The software 
is designed specifically for New Hampshire municipalities, and will 
automate many of the daily procedures which are now done by hand, 
including new automobile registrations, dog licenses, tax bills and liens, 
and calculating interest on overdue taxes. It will also allow more 
accurate record keeping, and generate many of the different forms and 
reports required by the state. We hope it will allow a more accurate, 
month by month report of expenditures against the budget, which now 
has to be prepared by hand. We also plan on leasing a new copier, as our 
existing one is getting old, and cannot do reductions or ledger size. 

We had hoped to repair the cupola on the Town Hall last year, but 
when we sent out a request for proposals to contractors in the area, none 
were interested (it seems as if the construction economy in the area must 
be improving). We hope that by getting an earlier start in 1996, we will 
get a better response. We also hope to repair the old front and side doors, 
which are showing their age, and to repaint the interior walls. 

The Memorial Tree in front of the church is dying. Our tree surgeon 
says improper pruning when it was a sapling allowed a forked trunk, 
which has split, and cannot be cured. We ordered a replacement, but the 
tree surgeon did not get to planting it before the ground froze. We will do 
it this year. 
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The Selectmen support the Conval 50:50 funding formula change that 
will be on the March ballot. This will help reduce Temple's share of the 
school budget, and will provide for a more equitable distribution of the 
school burden among the towns in the district. 

Our new secretary, Debbie Shea (formerly Canavan), has proved 
herself energetic, efficient and cheerful. She has made our job easier, and 
we appreciate her efforts very much.

As you can see, our total amount of calls dropped quite dramatically this 
year. Part of this is due to the change in policy of responding to motor 
vehicle accidents. It is now our policy to only respond if the police 
department requests it or if there is a report of fire or entrapment. We 
found that we were not needed at many of the minor accidents that we 
responded to in foul weather. We were unnecessarily endangering lives. 

Probably the biggest news of the year for the Fire Department is 
that, as of April 1, 1996, we will be going with a different dispatch center. 
For several years now things have been uncertain because the other 
towns that we were dealing with would not sign a contract. Finally in 
1995 New Ipswich decided to go to another dispatcher so the costs became 
too high for Temple to stay. 

On April 1, 1996 Temple Fire Department will be dispatched by 
Southwest Mutual Fire Aid Association out of Keene, New Hampshire. 
For the year of 1996 our communications budget will still be very high 
because of the transition and new equipment costs. But in 1997 our 
communications budget should drop to about 20% of what it is now. 

Even though we are changing dispatch centers, you should still 
dial 911 for all emergencies. The number to call for non-emergency 
service is 878-1972. 

As 1995 ends, I am disappointed to say that the new numbering 
system for the houses in town is still not complete. I worked with the 
State of N.H. Bureau of Communication and got the town completely 
mapped, but evidently they have been "swamped" with information from 
all the towns and everything has slowed down. 
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Hopefully, sometime soon, we will be able to notify everyone of their new 
house number and get the confusion straightened out. If you are not sure 
what your house number is at any time, please call the Selectmen's office 
and Debbie can tell you what it is. 

In 1996 we are going to try and form a "First Responder" 
program. Because of changing policies with the Ambulance Department 
and the ever-growing difficulty to find volunteers for the ambulance 
service, the Fire Department has decided to try and put together a group 
of people that are trained to a minimum of EMT basic level. These 
people can respond directly to scenes and get medical attention started on 
patients, prior to the ambulance arrival. If this sounds like something 
that you would be interested in, please call. The more people that we 
have on board, the easier it will be to make it happen. 

If you feel you would like to join the Temple Fire Department, 
please call. We are in need of more members and would be glad to have 
your help.

In calendar year 1995, our three (3) leading causes of fires were Children, 
Non-Permit fires not properly extinguished and Smoking Materials. 

Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law, and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by 
fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all 
fire suppression costs. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire 
Officials, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a 
controlled burn.

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TOWN FORESTER’'S REPORT 


For the tax year April 1, 1994 through March 31, 1995, 17 Notices 
of Intent to Cut Wood or Timber were filed in Temple. 15 Reports of 
Wood or Timber Cut were received by the Town for this period. Yield 
taxes assessed for these harvesting operations totaled $12,022.56. 

The lumber market has softened a little in comparison with last 
year. The demand for forest products in our area however, has remained 
strong and stumpage prices have remained favorable. As of January 24, 
1996, 14 Intents to Cut and 5 Reports of Cut have been filed with the 
Town for the current tax year. The projected yield tax that will be 
generated from the harvesting operations filed for so far this year are 
estimated to be about $15,000. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which 
wood or timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first 
file an Intent to Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. 
The exception to this is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs for 
their own use, or a person cutting up to 20 cords of fuel wood for their 
own domestic fuel purposes, within the tax year. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax year 
runs from April 1st to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the 
operation or by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed 
with the Town specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will 
levy a 10 percent yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material 
cut. If the job is not completed by March 31st or did not take place, a 
Report of Cut must still be filed by April 15th. At that time a new Intent 
to Cut should be filed to renew the permit. If the job is not completed by 
March 31st but will be completed by June 30th, a 90 day extension may 
be granted without having to renew the permit. To do this the Selectmen 
must be notified in writing by the Owner, prior to April 15th. 

Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original 
Intent to Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing 
the additional estimated volumes. 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that 
there are State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have 
any questions regarding this or the permitting process, contact the 
Selectmen or I can be reached at Granite State Forestry Services, Inc., 
P.O. Box 129, Wilton, NH, 03086, or by phone at 654-6868.

SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


The year 1995 has been a time of change for the ambulance service. 
During 1995 we came a decision for changing dispatch services. This has 
been under discussion and study for more than a year. However, the 
ambulance service was placed in the position of having to make a decision 
on where dispatch services would be handled when it was announced that 
New Ipswich was leaving Monadnock Communications Center, our 
present dispatch service and that this would cause the closing of that 
center. The ambulance service has concluded discussions with several 
centers and has entered into agreement with the Hillsborough County 
Sheriff's Department to provide dispatching for the Service. It was felt 
that the Sheriff's Department will provide services closest to those we 
have been receiving from Monadnock Communications (Base 500). 

The change in dispatch centers means that some services now 
received with dispatching will have to be contracted separately from a 
private provider. These include alarm monitoring and answering and 
handling business calls. 

While the debate over the change has caused some delay in our plans 
for upgrading radio equipment, now that a decision has been made, we 
will continue to pursue a repeater for the service. This will eliminate a 
lot of the present interference from non-emergency users of the present 
frequency. Plans for the changeover from one dispatch center to the 
other should go unnoticed by the public and should have no effect on 
service thanks to the cooperative effort of Monadnock Communications 
and the Sheriff's department, along with our own Communications officer 
and committee. 

We have continually experienced short staffing at various times 
throughout the existence of the service, especially during the day time 
hours. In hopes of alleviating this problem, the service began offering 
EMT courses at our facility. In addition, we have offered a tuition plan 
for the EMT course to encourage people to join the service. This has 
worked well. In 1994 we gained six new attendants as a result of the 
tuition plan. In 1995 fourteen individuals took advantage of the plan. 
Dependent on passing the National Registry exams, these individuals 
will begin their continued training in 1996. 

As part of our training program, new members are required to serve 
as probationary attendants until they have gained the experience we feel 
is necessary to work independently. This offers assurance to the 
communities that patients will be served by well trained attendants with 
experience. 

In 1996, as a result of the past two EMT courses, the service will, for 
the first time, have a waiting list of individuals joining the service as 
attendants. We will try to accommodate all interested and qualified 
individuals as quickly as possible. Plans have been formulated to 
arrange experience for these individuals with larger, busier services in 
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order to shorten the time of probation and still insure adequate 
experience. 

In 1995 three more attendants trained to the level of EMT- 
Intermediate. This brings our number of Intermediates to 7 and one 
paramedic operating at the Intermediate level. 

Souhegan Valley presently staffs its ambulances with individuals 
trained to the level of EMT Basic or above. EMT Basic is the minimum 
level of training recommended by the National Registry of EMTs, the 
United States Department of Transportation and several other national 
agencies. 

In addition to EMT training, all of our attendants are required to 
complete an approved driver training course before being allowed to drive 
an ambulance in an emergency situation. The presently approved course 
is provided by the New Hampshire Traffic Safety Institute. The course 
includes classroom training on defensive driving for emergency vehicle 
operators as well as a full day of hands-on driving experience. 

Our training policies create a lengthy training time, but offer 
assurance of a quality service being delivered to the communities we 
serve. In all, a person will be in training for nearly one year before being 
allowed to function as a regular attendant. This varies with each 
individual and the experience they are able to acquire. 

We are planning to purchase cardiac monitor/defibrillators during the 
upcoming year. We will be raising the money for these units through 
donations. The service is in the process of planning a system for use of 
the monitor/defibrillators which will require several machines with some 
strategically placed in the communities where they will be quickly 
available to the patient when an attendant arrives on the scene rather 
than waiting for the ambulance to arrive. 

The service was asked to explore charging for service to offset the 
budget expenditure for operating the ambulance service. We have looked 
into this and do not feel that it is in the best interest of the citizens. 
While an explanation is lengthy, in brief it is felt that some, primarily the 
elderly would be effected, and anyone without insurance would incur 
additional expense for services rendered. In addition many attendants 
feel that they are volunteering their time to keep costs as low as possible 
so that we can provide a free service. While we will continue to explore 
the possibility of charging for services to offset costs, most of the members 
of the service felt that they would prefer to increase fund raising efforts 
rather than charge for service. 

Plans are being formulated to offer training programs to outside 
agencies as a manner of cost recovery. This will allow us to provide 
quality education programs for our attendants at our own facility and 
offset some of the cost by offering the training for a fee to outside agencies 
and individuals. 

The service hopes to organize an auxiliary during the upcoming year 
to help with fund raising and other projects. Several people have 
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indicated that they would like to help the ambulance service but do not 
want to be involved in patient care.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Winter: 

For the record, January and February of 1995 were a little warmer than 
normal. However, it either snowed or we had freezing rain for 22 days of 
those two months. Most of the storms were small ones, which keeps our 
plowing expenditures down, but our salt and sand costs run high. March 
started out the same way but it warmed up and spring came. 

When November arrived, it was a little colder than we're used to. 
It snowed enough in December to equal all the other months combined. 
We definitely had a White Christmas. 

The budget took quite a beating throughout all of this. As you 
will notice, we ended up going over budget by approximately $9,000.00. I 
guess this makes up for the $8,000.00 surplus that we had in 1994. It 
turned out to be the most expensive December that I have dealt with in 
the past 12 years. 

You should take notice of the Driveway Plowing Guidelines that 
are in with this report. A few things have changed, a few things have 
been clarified, but for the most part they will effect very few people. The 
reason for writing these up and putting them in with my report is so 
everyone knows what to expect from their driveway plower from now on. 
If you have any questions please call me. 


Summer: 

Our "mud season" in the spring of 1995 was very tolerable. The roads 
dried out quite nicely with only a few serious mud problems. We 
managed to get onto the dirt roads quite early with the grader because of 
this and were able to get things into shape sooner than usual. It was 
fortunate that we were able to do this as everything ended up drying out 
too much in the early summer. When the dirt and gravel get too dry we 
can't grade the roads any more because it won't pack back together, 
which is how things ended up. 

For our regular maintenance, other than ditching and shaping up 
the dirt roads, we spent time cleaning and painting plows and equipment, 
mowing lawns, cleaning and/or replacing culverts, cutting brush and dead 
trees, patching potholes, hauling sand and gravel, mowing roadsides, and 
soon. In our spare time, we began work on the new cemetery. 

During the summer, the paved road that we concentrated on the 
most was West Road. We installed close to 1000' of underground 
drainage in various wet spots, repaired several culverts, cleaned all the 
ditches, dug out several large rocks, paved about 1 mile of the surface, 
then shimmed and sealed the remaining surface. 

In 1996, we will be paving and/or sealing on Colburn, Mansfield, 
Cutter, Moran, and Hill Roads. As you will notice, we have raised the 
budget for this type of work this year. This is to cover the higher cost of 
materials and the fact that we are going to be repairing more mileage of 
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road this year. 

In June of 1995 our new Caterpillar loader was delivered. This 
loader is basically the same as our old one but much more modern. We 
waited until 1996 to ask for the new snowplow and sweeper attachments 
to help spread out the costs. Both the sweeper and the snowplow that we 
now have are as old as the loader was (approximately 22 years) and need 
to be replaced. 

As you may have noticed, the bridge on Hadley Highway was not 
rebuilt in 1995 as was originally planned. The reason was that the State 
of N.H. has a Bridge Aid program in which they will pay for 80% of the 
cost of building the new bridge and the town pays for the remaining 20%. 
When we applied to this program, we found that there were several 
drawbacks: we would have to wait until 1997 for the money; we would 
have to build it according to their specifications and rules; and their costs 
estimate for the project was $380,000.00. Our cost estimate was 
$40,000.00. The job we are planning to do is not as extensive as the 
States plan, but we feel that our is more cost-effective and will still solve 
the problem. 

We are also putting in a warrant article for the tarring of Howard 
Hill. I feel that this is the last "bad" hill in town that really needs to be 
paved. It has proven to be cost-effective to pave these "bad" hills. I don't 
want to push up the total budget for the town, so this may have to wait 
another year to be done. Perhaps at Town Meeting we will have a better 
idea of what we have for money and can discuss it then.

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Driveway Plowing Guidelines 
1. We will plow driveways only after 4" or more snow has fallen 
(measured at the highway garage). 


2. Driveways will not be plowed until the storm is over, unless we get 
over 10" of snow. If this happens, the driveways will be broken open once 
during the storm, and then cleaned up after the storm. 


3. Under certain storm conditions, such as when the ground is very soft 
and we get wet heavy snow, the driveways may or may not get plowed. 
This will be at the discretion of the Road Agent. 


4. Driveway plows will not spend more than 15 minutes on any 
driveway or residence. 


5. Driveways and obstacles should be marked with wooden stakes (not 
steel) preferably in bright colors. 


6. Driveways will have a cleared width of at least 14 ft. and be clear of 
branches, etc. up to a height of at least 12 ft. or will not be considered 
eligible to be plowed. 


7. Snow will not be "backdragged" by the snowplows. Snow will not be 
pushed across the town or state roads unless justified by the Road Agent. 
If a driveway is constructed in a way that prohibits the pushing of snow 
to designated areas, the driveway will not be plowed. The Road Agent 
will be the judge in cases of dispute in this matter. 


8. The Town and/or contractor will not be held liable for damaged lawns 
or driveway surfaces. 


9. The Town and/or contractor will not be held liable for obstacles hit by 
the plow unless that obstacle was properly marked. 


10. Snow banks in driveways will be pushed back by loaders at the Road 
Agents discretion. (Note: This is usually when most obstacles get 
damaged because they are buried in snow and not properly marked.) 


11. Driveways with grades of over 12% may not get plowed for several 
days after a storm or until we can get an appropriate machine to the 


premises that can do the job. 


12. The Town will not be responsible for plowing out driveways that have 
drifted in after a storm is over. 


13. The Town will not be responsible for sanding or treating driveways.

As I said last year, this is a large project and I plan on spreading it 
out over several years. By doing this, we can use the highway equipment 
to move most of the dirt around and save ourselves a lot of money. 
Unfortunately, the town does not own a machine for pulling stumps. But 
by renting one and having the highway workers run it, we should do 
quite well.

Article 5: Motion by Debra Canavan to table the article which reads to 
see if the town will provide town land in order for the Temple Historical 
Society to preserve and maintain Temple School House #6 by relocating 
the building to a more centralized town site. Seconded by William 
Wildes. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 6: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $40,000.00 for the purpose of rebuilding a 
town bridge and authorize the withdrawal of $40,000.00 from the Capital 
Reserve Fund for bridge repair or take any action thereon. Seconded by 
Timothy Fiske. Vote in the unanimous affirmative. 


Article 7: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Temple Volunteer Fire Department to go to the aid of 
another city or town on mutual aid basis in accordance with the 
provisions of RSA:154.24.

Article 8: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Temple Volunteer Fire Department to enter a district fire 
and mutual aid system pursuant to RSA:154.30A. Seconded by Timothy 
Fiske.

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Article 9: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $59,500.00 for the purchase of a new loader 
and authorize the selectmen to trade in the old 1974 front end loader 
towards this purchase or take any action thereon.
